Shanghai, June 10, — Whangpoo River, 
Shanghai’s shipping artery would not be re- 


ly ascertained whether 


opened to navigation until it had been definite- 


or not the River mouth 


had been mined and, if it had been, until after 


the mines had been cleared 
authorities said today. 


Forelgn naval observers sald 
{hat two minesweepers, with 
Proper cquipment and trained 
personnel, could clear the har- 
bour entrance of mines in a 
matter of hours. 


There are no minesweepers 
in port at present but the naval 
observers sald that. any vessel 
of shallow draft could ensily be 
converted into a_ minesweeper, 

The Chinese Customs js be- 

lieved to have several vessels 
of shallow draft, —tneluding 
boom, defence vessels turned 
over by the United States 
Navy. 
_ Another foreign naval 
authority declared that the 
mining of an internatlonal ship- 
way like the Yangtse entrance 
was forbldden by. Internatlonal 
Law.

Two immdiate results from 
any lengthy paratysis ‘of over- 
sena shipping would be, firstly, 
the crippling of.indutry because 
of lack of fucl to ‘generate 
Shanghai's power supply. In this 
connection the Texas Oll Come 
pany’s tanker which was due {to 
put in here on Saturday will 
now, because of the danger, pro~ 
bably be diverted. 

Secondly, delaying of the 
resumption of foreign trade 
would result in a Heavy blow 
to Shanghai's industry and 
commerce, a blow whose 
ramifications would extend 
across the whole: broad field ‘of 
Industrial production, public 
utilities maintenance and the 
tetention of Jabour. 

In cach of these it would be 
tho people of Shanghai who 
would suffer and not the Com- 
munist war effort which would 
enrry on independently, ob- 
servers said.—Reuter.

- ‘Berlin, June 9.—Striking 
railway workers. today at- 
‘tacked five Russian officers 
in front of the Refchbahn 
building in the American 
sector of Berlin. They had 
built barricades in an. effort 
to starve the Russians from 
the building. It was the 
second’ of clashes between 
the strikers and tho Rus- 
sians in the building which 
houses the management of 
the Soviet-controlled Berlin 
railway. 

The strikers rushed toward the 
Sovict officers’ when they camo 
out of the building .to got food 
from..two.other_oflicers who-ars 
rived In an automobile. Using 
long loaves of bread as clubs, 


{he Russians fought their way 
back into the building. 


“COMMUNIST SWINE” 


The railway wotkers struck 
out with thelr fists and shouted 
“Communist swine’ ot the offl- 
cers, . The strikers tried to over- 
turn the automobile but tho 
chauffcur managed to drive off 
leaving one officer stranded be- 
hind.
